Some 48 counties in Arkansas are 
included in the current program 
of disaster unemployment in- 
surance and three Arkansas 
disasters are covered in the 
agreement. One involved severe 
storms and flooding, on January 
28, 1969; another involved a 
tornado and severe storms which 
hit Crawford and Sebastian 
Counties on April 19, 1968. The 
third involved tornadoes, severe 
storms and flooding from May 10 
through May 17, 1968. 


Jones said that those who think 


they qualify should contact the 
Employment Security Division 
Office located at 700 South Elm, 
Hope. The category of persons 
who can qualify for these 
disaster assistance payments 
include: 


A person who lived or worked 


in a major disaster area at the 
time of the disaster and who 
became unemployed as the 
result of the disaster, 


A person who was temporarily 


unemployed (less than 10 weeks) 
at the time of the disaster but 
subject to recall to employment 
in the area and whose recall was 
cancelled or delayed because of 
the effects of the disaster. 


A person who was scheduled to 


begin working in a major 
disaster area but whose start to 
work was cancelled or delayed 
as the result of the disaster. 


A person who could not work 


because of injury or illness which 
resulted from the disaster. 


A person who became the head 


of a household and entered the 
labor market because the head of 
the house died as a result of the

More Facts 
About Social 
Security

If you have any questions 


regarding social security, I in- 
vite your letters. Just send them 
to Ken Hargis, P.O. Box 1319, 
Texarkana, Texas 75501. 


QUESTION: I will be 65 next 


July and want to receive my 
social security. I plan to turn my 
business over to my wife and 
then work for a small wage. Will 
I be eligible? 


ANSWER: Don't count on it. 


The arrangement you describe 
sounds very 
questionable. 


Regardless of who is listed as the 
owner or operator, we will have 
to consider the economic value of 
your services to the business in 
order to determine if you are 
retired within the meanings of 
the social security law. 


QUESTION: 
I received a 


check for reimbursement of 
medical 
expenses 
on 
my 


husband's Medicare account 
after his death. What should I do 
with the check? 


ANSWER: 
It should be 


returned so that the check can be 
reissued in your name. Get in 
touch with the social security 
office to obtain a special form to 
be returned with the check. 
.QUESTION: 
I became en- 


titled to Medicare in February of 
last year, and my retirement 
benefit rate was figured at that 
time, although I did not retire. 
My earnings for 1969 were high 
enough to raise my benefit rate. 
Do I need to make a report to 
social security to get my benefits 
raised? 


ANSWER: 
No, your benefit 


will be automatically refigured 
by a computer operation after 
the additional earnings are 
credited to your account. 


QUESTION: 
I have a 


daughter who is 
mentally 


retarded. She is receiving social 
security based on my earnings 
before I retired, but she is almost 
18. Will her benefits stop when 
she reaches that age? 


ANSWER: Not if you file a 


claim to continue her benefits. 
They may continue for the rest of 
her life unless she should become 
able to work. If she is within six 
months of age 18, get in touch 
with 
your 
social 
security 


representative 
to 
present 


evidence of her disability. 
At 


that time, you will need to fur- 
nish the names and addresses of 
doctors and hospitals who have 
treated her. 


QUESTION: I worked under 


social security four years before 
becoming a housewife. Do I lose 
credit for the work if I do not go 
back to work within a certain 
time? 


ANSWER: You will never lose 


credit for those earnings. 
However, depending on your 
age, you will probably need to 
earn additional work credits to 
receive a benefit on your own 
account at age 62.

Army Debates 
Dropping 
a Division

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ad- 


ministration officials are near- 
ing a decision on whether to cut 
another division from the Army 
next year with some indications 
pointing toward allowing the 
service to keep its current num- 
ber. 


A cut would drop the number 


of Army divisions to 12 and 
two-thirds, the lowest figure in 
20 years, but sources in the Pen- 
tagon indicated there might be 
no such reduction if the service 
can economize elsewhere. 


The division question, along 


with many other issues, is 
for resolution as Defense De- 
partment and Budget Bureau of- 
ficials work out final details of 
money requests President Nixon 
will send to Congress, probably 
next month. 


The Army already is due to 


drop to 13 and two-thirds divi- 
sions before next July 1—six 
fewer than its Vietnam war 
peak and two and two-thirds 
fewer than in the period before 
the Vietnam buildup began. 


The Army, like the other 


armed services, is caught be- 
tween pressures generated by 
rising costs and demands for a 
cutback in defense spending as 
the Vietnam war winds down.

Ear Artery Malfunction 


Can Impair Your Balance

Dear Dr. Lamb—I've been 


told I have hardening of the 
arteries in the inner ear. Can 
you tell me what c a u s e s 
that? Will that affect the 
brain? When I walk I lose 
my balance. 


Dear Reader—"Hardening 


of the arteries" is a term 
often used for arteriosclero- 
sis. The process begins in 
men early in life and usually 
later in women. First, fat 
deposits build up in the wall 
of the arteries. As the fat 
d e p o s i t s enlarge they ob- 
struct the normal flow of 
blood. The damaged artery 
may become calcified. 


Arteriosclerosis can liter- 


ally happen to any artery in 
the body. When it obstructs 
circulation it causes the or- 
gan or part to lose its nor- 
mal function. If it is an 
artery to the brain the result 
can be senility, a stroke or 
other signs of a b n o r m a l 
brain function. If the artery 
to the heart is sufficiently 
diseased, a heart attack or 
heart trouble may occur. In- 
volvement of the arteries to 
the kidneys can cause kid- 
ney problems and even high 
blood pressure. 


The arteries to the legs 


frequently are involved, lim- 
iting walking or other ex- 
ercise. If severe obstruction 
to the circulation 
occurs, 


gangrene of the feet can re- 
sult. Involvement of the ar- 
teries in the pelvis not only 
cause trouble with walking, 
but in men it can cause loss 
of sexual function or im- 
potence. 


Since any artery can be 


involved anywhere in the 
body, it is pure hogwash to 
think that even a perfect 
mechanical heart will solve 
the arteriosclerosis problem. 
A perfect mechanical heart 
in a body crippled by arterio- 
sclerosis is not a magnifi- 
cent achievement. What is 
needed is a way to prevent 
arteriosclerosis 
throughout 


the, body, i n c l u d i n g the 
inner ear. 


When the arteries to the 


ear are involved, the small 
semicircular c a n a l s that 
help to control the body's 
balance don't function prop- 
erly. These little balance 
mechanisms normally send 
signals to the brain about 
your body position. Almost 
automatically the brain re- 
sponds by adjusting muscles 
to maintain body balance, 
when the signal from the 
balance mechanism is lost

The 
words were 


found to be too mild a warning 
(or so deadly a product. Besides, 
ihey were placed in an obscure 
position on the package. 


One of the common issues in 


product liability cases is whether 
the manufacturer has given the 
user ''fair warning" of possible 
danger. Generally speaking, the 
warning should be as conspicuous 
and as urgent as the danger rea- 
sonably calls for. 


To judge the adequacy of a 


particular warning, courts will 
weigh various factors. Thus: 


A 
label on 
paint, listing a 


dangerous ingredient, was held 
inadequate because the ingredient 
was described only by its chemi- 
cal name, which few users would 
understand. 


And the warning on a cleaning 


fluid was held inadequate because 
it was printed in letters that were 
loo small. 


On the other hand, when the 


warning is fair, it is not the manu- 
facturer's fault if the user simply 
fails to pay attention to it. For 
example: 


An adhesive compound, placed 


loo close to an open flame, ex- 
ploded and injured the user. But 
when he sued for damages, the 
company pointed out that the 
label had a plain and positive 
warning of the danger. Accord- 
ingly, 
the 
victim's claim was 


turned down. 


Furthermore, 
many 
dangers 


are so obvious that no warning is 
needed at all. As one judge put if 


"A knife will cut and a stove 


will burn; but no authority holds 
that manufacturers must warn of 
such contingencies. No one needs 
notice of what he already knows."

Job Rights of 
young Mothers 
Under Study

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government and civil 
rights 


lawyers are joining in a Su- 
preme Court bid to safeguard 
job rights of young mothers. 


Using the case of a Jackson- 


ville, Fla., waitress as a spring- 
board, the Justice Department 
and the NAACP Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund are seek- 


ing a ruling that employers may 
not refuse to hire women simply 
because they have young chil- 
dren at home. 


All this shapes up as the first 


high court test of a 1964 civil 
rights law provision guaran- 
teeing women protection against 
job discrimination. 


Martin Marietta Corp., de- 


fendant in the suit, insists there 
is no real evidence to build a 
discrimination claim and that 
the appeal reached the high 
court too late to be considered. 


The case of Ida Phillips, a 


white woman with seven chil- 
dren, already is well known in 
the capital. Earlier this year, 
"sexism" charges were leveled 


at G. Harrold Carswell by wom- 
en liberationists because he cast 
a vote against reconsideration 
of her suit by a federal appeals 
court. 


The charges did not help 


Carswell's efforts to win Senate 
confirmation 
as 
a 
Supreme 


Court justice. He was ultimately 
defeated. 


Mrs. 
Phillips' 
case 
began 


when a receptionist told her she 
could not be considered for a 
factory job because she had 
children of preschool age. 


Both U.S. district and appeals 


courts found Mrs. Phillips was 
not turned down by Martin Mar- 
ietta because she is a woman 
but because she is a woman

with preschool age children. 


The Justice Department and 


the I^gal Defense Fund say this 
interpretation could imperil job 
opportunities of the more than 4 
million American women in the 
labor market who have young 
children at home. Many of these 
women are black. About one- 
third provide the sole support of 
their households or have hus- 
bands with incomes below $5,000 
a year. 


A big issue in the case is 


whether Martin Marietta hired 
men with school-age children at 
the time Mrs. Phillips applied 
for a job as an assembly train- 
ee. 


"To require of prospective 


women employes that they not 
have 
preschool-age 
children, 


while not requiring the same of 
men, is to discriminate against 
women on the basis of sex," So- 
licitor General Erwin N. Gris- 
wold and Justice Department 
lawyers said in a brief to the 
court. 


But attorneys for Martin Mar- 


ietta told the court the record 
does not show the company's 
practice at the time and that 
without such evidence a dis- 
crimination argument fails.

Big Three automakers in hand, 
the United Auto Workers Union 
shifts its bargaining emphasis 
to Chrysler Corp. today, hoping 
to reach a new national settle- 
ment by the end of next week.

Ford contract is similar to the 
one reached at General Motors 
Corp. in November after a 10- 
week strike. 


Major provisions called for an 


immediate average pay hike of 
51 cents hourly, bringing the av- 
erage wage to $4.53 an hour, an 
unlimited cost-of-living wage es- 
calator, and special early retire- 
ment provisions

monthly pension for many work- 
ers with 30 years on the job.

Woodcock said the most impor- 
tant provisions the UAW won at 
Ford that it did not get at GM 
included a voluntary check-off

tive pay for work since the Sept. 
14 expiration of the old contract, 
and shuffling and adding of holi- 
days to give workers a holiday 
period from Christmas Eve 
through New Year's Day. 


Although it will be paid entire-
